Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of Amendment filed on 03/26/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-6, 9-10, and 12-23 are allowed. 

4. Claim 1 recites, inter alia, a capacitor unit comprising: 

a capacitor block, a control circuit, a relay connector, a case housing the capacitor 
block, the control circuit portion and the relay connector, wherein the control circuit 
portion is incorporated into the case in a way in which the circuit board is housed in the 
case in an upright position with respect to the case and the circuit board is out of direct 
physical contact with the case. 

5. The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious 
to modify the art of record to include either of the above limitations.
